RICHMOND AT WORK. 


Trying te Secure the West Point Term- 
inal Headquarters. 

Ricumonp, Va., August 11.—[Special.]—At 

the instance of the Chamber of Commerce the 


proper officers of that body have written the 


president, J. H. Inman, of the Richmond and 
Danville, showing reasons why the freight 
and trafic departments of that line should not 
be removed from here to Atlanta. 

The letter points out the facts and empha- 
sizes it that the freight traffic at this point has 
been larger than that from New York, Boston 
and Baltimore combined. The letter is written 
in the best spirit and it is only intended as an 
argument of the Chamber of Commerce why 
these departments should not be taken from 
the city. 

Mr. Inman was not in New York yesterday, 
and a reply is not expected from him for sey- 
eral days, 

Mr, Inman’s Answer. 

Ricumonp, Va., August 11.—[ Special. 
The question of the removal of the general 
offices of the Richmond and Danyille railroad 
to Atlanta has been definitely fixed. The 
committee on inland trade of the Richmond 
Chamber of Commerce has been in correspon- 
ence with President Inman and other officials 
of the Danville system for some time, trying 
to influence them to reconsider their deter- 
mination to carry all of the offices to 
Georgia’s capital. The result of this 
correspondence is that the office of Traffic 
Manager Haas will be taken to At- 
lanta, and that of General Freight Agent 
Drake will remain here, and he will have au 
thority to make traffic arrangements. Super- 
intendent Emerson will also remain here and 
with enlarged powers. The management 
insists that it is necessary to have the traflic 
manager's office in Atlanta, where all the 
branches of the Terminal system radiate. 


CUTTING DOWN ON LABOR. 


A General Reduction of Time on the Rich- 
mond Terminal. ö 

Cotumsis, S. C., August 11.—[ Special.] — 
Master Mechanio Green, of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad shops in this city, who has 
just returned from a conference with the 
authorities at Washington, brings unwelcome 
news for many hundred employes. 

He says it has been decided, in order to cut 
down the heavy expenses of the system, to 
shut down all the big shops owned by it, from 
one end of the line to another, a week out of 
every month until further action is taken. 

The total saving to the company per month 
on all its shops will be about one hundred 
thousand dollars. The Columbia shops have 
a pay roll cr about sixteen thousand dollars 
per month, and it is estimated that at least 85 
per cent ofitisspent right here in the city 
This cut down of one-fourth will, therefore, be 
pretty generally felt, not only here, but in 
other cities, as some of the other shops are 
much larger.

WINDSTORM IN MICHIGAN. 


Great Damage Done in a Short Space of 
’ Time. 

Port Hvroyn, Mich., August 11.—One of the 
most destructive windstorms that ever visited 
this section of the state struck Sanilac and 
Tuscalo counties yesterday morning, con- 
tinuing for only about thirty minutes, but 


“wrought great havocedurig that brief timo. 


At Minden City it blew down the Huron 
and Sanilac Insurance Company’s big build- 
ing and carried the heavy roof 200 feet. The 
front of Springer & Co.’s store was blown in 
and the stock badly damaged. Wright’s 
photograph gallery was destroyed; R. B. Wil- 
son’s foundry was wrecked, and William 
Johnson’s residence was blown down and a 
three-year-old child fatally injured. 

At Tyre George Souls’s house was struck 
by lightning and destroyed, and Henry 
Wheeler's frame residence was blown down. 

At Gladwin a big barn on the famous Mc- 
Gregor farm was struck by lightning and 
completely destroyed. 

Minor losses are very numerous. There is 
not a farmer within a radius of forty miles of 
Minden City who has not suffered. The dam- 
age to crops is very great, and the total losses 
will foot up over fifty thousand dollars. 


RECORD OF THE FLAMES. 


Damage to Camp Douglas, Wis., by Fire. 
Soldiers Do Good Work. 


New Lisson, Wis., August 11.—Camp 
Douglas, Wis., isin ruins. t 9 o’clock last 
evening, the cry of fire was raised. It seems 
that a lamp exploded in Buffmyer’s saloon, 
but the flames had been nearly smothered 
and, thinking that all was over, the crowd left. 
The fire took a new start, however, and in 
about ten minutes was beyond control. The 
fire spread rapidly throughout the business 
portion till it reached Camp Douglas hotel. It 
then crossed the Omaha tracks and set fire to 
the Commercial house and depot. Although 
all this happened in a very few minutes, the 
soldiers out at their camp had been notified 
and had assembled, and succeeded in saving 
nearly all the goodsin the hotel and stores, 
besides the whole of the business part of the 
village. Many dwelling houses were burned, 
there being nothing left but a few residences 
in the southwestern part of the town. The 
wind blew from the south and kept the fire 
burning so rapidly that the fire engines from 
Mamston and Tomeh, which had been sent 
for as soon as it was evident that the fire had 
a good start, reached there too late. The total 
loss is estimated at about one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. Telegraph lines and 
railroad tracks are in such a condition that they 
cannot be used. =

days appears to have forced 8. E. Bickford, 
proprietor of the Park Piace hotel, of thiscity, 
to seek the cooler clime of his native state, 
Michigan, where, upon the borders of the great 
lake, he can passin review his but too short 
stay in the mountainous region. The gay 
Bickford came here from Michigan a few 
months ago and leased the Park Place hotel,a 
fashionable resort, which was patronized by 
many of the best families in town. Bickford 
made money, but he hated to pay his bills, and 
so last evening he decamped, taking with him 
his wife and all he possessed, leaving behind 
him a number of cooks, maids and waiters, to 
whom he owed a month’s wages, and some 
twenty to thirty creditors with accounts against 


him aggregating $2,000.

PRESIDENT POLK IN NORTH CAROLINA 


Alabams Refuses to Abide Blindly by the 
Outcome of the February Conference. 
The Tennessee Miliance Meets. 


ATLANTIC Horer, Morgengap Crryr, Vs. 
—[Special.]—President Elias Carr called the 
North Carolina State Farmers’ Alliance to or- 
der this afterfioon at 1 o’clock. The committee 
on credentials reported ninety-two counties 
represented. 

The president’s annual address is reported 
to be a carefully prepared and able document. 
He reviewed the history of the state organiza- 
tion, advocated minor changes in the state con- 
stitution, outlined the policy of the organiza- 
tion and closed with a strong presentation of 
the duty of membership. 

The report of the state secretary shows a 
membership of over one hundred thousand. 

When President Polk entered the hotel he 
was received with hearty applause. 

This afternoon at4o’clock President Polk 
delivered a public address in the mammoth 
ballroom of the Atlantic hotel. It was a pow- 


erful speech, and one of the happiest efforts ot 


his life. His audience was composed not only 


of alliancemen but wealthy pleasure-seekers } 


and professional men, and the members of the 
Southern Dental Association, which is also in 
session here. 


Colonel Polk leaves tomorrow morning for 


Maryland, to attend the State Farmers’ Al- 
liance of that state, which is now in session. 
The alliance is in session tonight, but no im- 
portant business is being -transacted. The

The Tennessee State Alliance. 


The third amnual meeting of the Farmers’ and 


Laborers’ union opened today, with 150 en- 


thusiastic delegates present, representing 
eighty-four counties. Nearly allthe promi- 
nent alliancemen in the state are here. Gov- 
ernor Buchanan, who is ex-president of the 
order, delivered an address of welcome. Presi- 
dent J. H. McDowell delivered his annual ad- 
dress, and appointed the usual committees. 
The Action of Alabama. 

WoorrokR, Ala., August 11.—[{Special.}— 
The Alabama State Alliance met here today. 
Every county in the state is represented and 
every oflicer is present, with several hundred 
visitors from the different sections. 

President Polk and Colonel Macune are an- 
nounced for public speeches tomorrow. Sena- 
tor Peffer is not expected, 

The only business transacted today was the 
passage of a resolution endorsing the Ocala 
platform, which was done with little discussion 
and no opposition. 

A resolution was introduced endorsing the 
call of the national alliance for a conference of 
labor organizations in Washington in Feb- 
ruary. The resolution also pledged the alli- 
ance of Alabama to abide by the decision of 
that conférence, The latter clause provoked 
many speeches, all of which were opposed 
to it.

The People’s Party. 

ToprgeKka, Kan., August 11.—[Special.]—This 
has been a great day for the people’s party. 
The call for a meeting of the state central 
committee brought over one hundred leading 
members of that party to confer and prepare 
for the local fall campaign. The feeling pre- 
vails that if the vote of the party polled last 
November is not maintained next November, 
the alliance would from that time 
on lose in strength and power, not only 
lose its strength in Kansas, but all 
over the union. One member said that the 
whole country was looking to Kansas to keep 
the people’s party movement to the front, for 
if it should show a falling off this year it 
would be impossible to regain lost ground 
next year, when a hot presidential contest was 
appealing to voters to return to their old - 
ties. A proposition is being considered to 
raise afund of $75,000 by assessments to 
establish a daily paper here. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES CONTEMPT. 


A Judge in Montana Vindicates the Rights 
of Newspapers to Publish the News. 

HzLENA, Mont., August 11.—The supreme 
court of Montana has vindicated the right of 
a newspaper to publish the news. Judge Mc- 
Hatton, of Butte, recently ordered Editor J. 
A. MacKnight, of The Herald-Journal, to ap- 
pear before him for publishing in a gossipy 
article the words of an old Montanian, to the 
effect that the Davis will contestants could 
not get an impartial trial before any judge or 
jury in Butte, where the vast estate lies, and 
from which it would be removed if the contest 
is successful. 

The court held that the contempt of court 
is confined almost exclusively to acts that 
interrupt the progress of the business of the 
court. 

„Ws are passing upon a question of law as 
between the rights of a citizen and the power 
of the court summarily to imprison on the 
charge of contempt. The power is given to 
the court toenforce obedience and respect for 
the authority of the court. It is not to enforce 
sentimental respect, for that must be gained 
by other means, and will come to the court 
where law and order are administered with 
able, fearless and impartial fidelity.“ 

The prisoners were ordered discharged.

~ THE POISON ROUTE. 


CAROLINA'S PABALLEL TO 
THE BAKER CASE, 


A WOMAN TAKES HER HUSBAND'S LIFE 


In Order that She Might Become the Wife of 
a Neighbor Who Sat Up with Her to Wit- 
ness the Contortions of the Dying Man. 


SOUTH 


Coruna, 8. C., August 11.—[Special.] 
Extraordinary interest is being manifested 
throughout this state in the case of David 
Jacobs and Mary Johnson, both white, of 


Chesterfield county, who are sentenced to be 


banged on Friday for the murder of William 
Johnson, the husband of Mary. 

The convicted couple were formerly well 
thought of in Chesterfield, and great pressure 
is being brought to bear upon Governor Till- 
man to commute their sentences to life im- 
prisoument. * 

THE STORY TOLD. 

Briefly stated, the testimony stated that 
Mrs. Mary Johnson, who was infatuated with 
David Jacobs, poisoned her husband, the 
poison being furnished by Jacobs. They have 
constantly denied the crime, and there is a 
story on good authority that the convicted par- 
amours were led out to a mock execution, aud 
even then maintained their innocence. Their 
spiritual adviser, Rev. Mr. Yonge, is so firmly 
convinced of their innocence that he has taken 
an active part in securing signatures to the po- 
titions for executive clemency. 

THEY SHOULD HANG. 

On the other hand, both the judge and the 
state’s solicitor recommend that the law be 
allowed to take its course. The solicitor, in 
his report to the governor, gives the following 
interesting particulars of the case: 

The jury stood ten for conviction and two 
against at the mistrial. The jury convicted 
both defendants at the last trial. It was a

despicable means—poison administered pur- 
posely in shape of quinine as medicine. 
Strychnine was found in Jacobs’s possession. 


Ho first denied having it at the inquest, but 


afterwards at the inquest said it was to kill 
crows. He made a bad showing on the stand. 
There is not a mitigating circumstance for 
Jacobs. 

HE ANSWERED THE HORN. 

When the spasms commenced, Mary blew a 
horn and Jacobs appeared on the scene, and 
she sat near by the dying man, and both ad- 
vised against sending for a doctor, and both 
objected to an inquest and a post-mortem. 
They endeavored to have a hasty interment. 
They were indecently familiar with each 
other the night of the death. 

They whispered to each other the afternoon 
before the fatal dose was given. Jacobs sat 
up unusually late, and apparently waited for 
the horn to blow. It was a horrible case. 
Jacobs was really a principal, as he was pres- 
ent at the death and advised against sending 
for a doctor, and would not, evidently, relieve 
the sufferer if he could, and sat there gloating 
over the death as chief fingersmith“ in the 
job. It is expected that the governor will an- 
nounce his decision in the case tomorrow. 

THE BAKER-GILMER CASE.

The Baker-Gilmer trial will come to a close 
tomorrow afternoon, and the life of Dr. John

A CITY COUNCIL IN DANGER, 


Citizens Hold a Mass Meeting and Make 
Threats Against Their City Fathers. 

Kansas Crry, August 11.—The mayor and 
city council barely escaped vengeance last 
night at the hands of a crowd of 800 taxpayers. 
The excitement arose over a proposition of the 
city council to purchase the plant of the Con- 
solidated Electric Light and Power Company 
for $340,000, There was much public indigna- 
tion over the proposition, it being believed by 
many that improper inducements had been 
offered to members of the council to pass an 
ordinance authorizing the purchase. 

The indignation culminated last night, when 
a mass meeting of taxpayers was held to pro- 
test against the proposed purchase. The meet- 
ing was in charge of Hon. John B. Scroggs, 
head of the Kansas City, Kan., bar. 

Several intemperate speeches were made, 
and finally Scroggs addressed a crowd from the 
courthouse steps. He denounced in bitter lan- 
guage the proposed action of the council. 

Finally a committee of fifteen was ap- 
pointed to callat the council chamber and 
present a protest before the ordinance could be 
passed. The crowd, by its own motion, joined 
the committee and the march tothe city hall 
was taken up. As the march proceeded 
the excitement grew until the mut 
terings of the crowd became 
more loud and bitter and finally eulminat- 
ed in shouts of Lynch them!” and “Hang 
them!’’ The crowd had worked itself up to a 
high pitch of indignation, when the city hall 
was reached. Inthe meantime the council 
had been informed of the progress of the mob, 
and a hasty adjournmeut was taken. The last 
alderman had barely beat a rapid retreat 
when the advance guard of the mob rushed 
into the chamber, only to be disappointed at 
finding itempty. The crowd resolved itself 
into a mass meeting again and more speeches 
were made, the mayor ang city council being 
denominated as cowards and thieves. Finally 
the mob dispersed without doing any damage.

Thatis what reliable thermometers 
registered in lower Broadway at noon, This 
is the hottest day of the season and the hottest 
August day in twenty years. The effect upon 
the city is far more serious than most people 
imagine, Persons are overcome by heat by 
the hundreds, and actual sunstroke befalls 
scores of people. The aggravation of other 
diseases by the heat is incalculable, and chil- 
dren, especially nursing babes and teething 
little ones, suffer untold miseries. 

The hospitals are crowded with poor suppli- 
cants for treatment for ailments generated by 
the weather, and the staffs of physicians are 
overworked and many of the attendant are fit 
subjects for treatment themselves. Sunstroke 
has carried off, directly or indirectly, a dozen 
persons in the last twenty-four hours, and 
there are scores of others in the hospitals. 

MYRIADS OF MOSQUITOKS. 

The suffering caused by the heat has been 
intensified by a veritable plague of mosquitoes. 
Sunday night these venomous little pgsts made 
thelr appearance by the million and drove 
all persons indoors. The oldest inhabitants 
declared that they had never experienced any- 
thing of the kind befure, and wondered what 
they had done to be so afflicted, At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon a thunderstorm: relieved the 
oppressiveness somewhat. 

A man named H. B. Barley, who claims to 
be from Washington city and that his father 
was health officer there, isin the station house, 
insane. The authorities are trying to relieve 
him in order to send him home. 

During the twenty-four hours ending at mid- 
night tonight, there have been forty cases of 
heat prostration in this city, eleven of which 
proved fatal. 


ALEXIS IN PARIS. 


The Grand Duke Did Not Desire an Official 
Reception. 

Paris, August 11.—There is scarcely a doubt 
that the non-arrivel in this city yesterday of 
the Grand Duke Alexis was entirely due to 
his disinclination to be the recipient of the en- 
thusiastic welcome thatthe citizens of Paris 
had prepared for him. Great crowds of people 
gathered at the railway station where he was 
expected to arrive, and much disappointment 
was manifested when it was learned that the 
grand duke had changed his plans and would 
not arrive at the time originally set. 

So sure were the Parisians that the grand 
duke would reach the city at the time ap- 
pointed that a number of houses and cafes 
along the route from the railway station were 
beautifully decorated and illuminated in his 
honor. Thecrowd learned that he would not 
arrive yesterday, but they did not learn 
when he would reach Paris, and consequently 
when the train in which he traveled rolled 
into the station at 8:45 o’clock this morning, 
no one was present, officially or unofficially to 
receive him. So adverse was the grand duke 
to undergoing an official reception that 
even members of the Russian embassy 
had no official information as to the exact time 
of his arrival, and he, therefore, alighted 
from the train exactly as a private individual 
would have done. But as he reached the 
platform, he was recognized by a crowd com- 
prising at least a thousand persons, who had 
just arrived on incoming trains, or who were 
awaiting the departure of trains for various

GERMAN WORKMEN STARVING TO 
DEATH. : 


AND THEY WILL EMIGRATE 10 AMERICA 


And Enter Into Competition with the Ameri- 
can Workingmen in the Factories—Re- 
sult of the Investigation. 


Berurs, August 11.—For the purpose of 
studying the actual effects of the McKinley 
dill, as far as such effects could show them- 
selves within the comparatively short time 
since the law became operative, an Associated 
Press correspondent has visited some of the 
most important centers of Germany, such as 
Leipsic, Chemnitz, Plauen, Greiz, Nourem- 
berg and Frankfort. From other important 
points} he has received reports of men 
thoroughly familiar with the affairs of the 
different districts. They all agree that the 
measure has had a paralyzing effect upon cer- 
tain industries, while others, equally highly 
taxed, have not sufferéd at all. 

Of all industrial centers in Germany, per- 
haps in Europe, Chemnitz, the thriving manu- 
facturing city of Saxony and the district sur- 
rounding it, have suffered the most. The 
7 industry of Chemnitz is the manu- 
acture ot knitted goods, tespecially of hosiery. 
There are 250 manufacturers of hosiery in the 
city. Numerous dye works, commission 
houses, brokers, spinners, etc., are interested 
in this trade. Many thousand skilled 
workmen employed in “house industry” de- 

nded upon it tor a living. The McKinley 

il came and trade languished. Exports, 
which in 1889 90, had amounted to 511,365. 
533, diminished to $8,454,023 in 1890-’91, a fall- 
ing off of nearly three million dollars, With- 
out the heavy exports of the first quarter of 
this fiscal year (July 1st to September 30, 1890,) 
the decrease would have been still greater. 

Many Chemnitz manufacturers say that the 

resent dullness is only the consequence of 
ast year’s overproduction, but if the tariff is 
not reduced they fear that in the future they 
cannot manufacture at a profit, and that 
factories springing up in America will deprive 
them completely of trade. One of the 
largest manufacturers, who asked that 
his name be withheld because he 
feared the wrath of his tow 
said he had sent a number of his best young 
men to America forthe purpose of initiating 
them into the American business ways 
as he thought seriously of putting up a fac- 
tory somewhere in the United States. Busi- 
nes here is done in a peculiar way. 
before reaching a buyer pass through many 
hands. Throughout the large dis- 
trict of man uare miles are scattered 
the dwellings of le weavers—‘‘household 
industry people. These receive yarn from 
the factory, weave complete stockings or gloves 
and return them tothe factor, who sells them 
to the manufacturer. The manufacturer 
„fashions“ them and then turns them over to 
the dyer. After dyeing, they are glaced, 
stam packed in boxes and turned over to 
the agent, who in his turn sends 
them to a commission house 
United States or else sells 
direct to Americans buyers visitin 
markets. All these people complain terribly 
but it is the household industry people who 
suffer. 

. YWISTTING THE WORKINGMEN. 

All the men visited were intelligent, self- 
respecting and industrious. Their earnings at 
present average from $1.50 to $2 a week. One 
of them, a man with a wife and four 
children, was asked how he managed 
to get along. “Well, we don’t,” he 
replied with a sad smile “Most 
of us had something laid by better da 
We used that 15 Almost everybody has 
little house and bit of farming land. e have 
mortgaged that. Westill have our looms left, 
which are worth from two hundred and fiftv 
to three hundred dollars, but if we should 
mortgage those the end would be near. 
Things cannot last much longer this way.“ 

These people live almost entirely on potatoes 
and rye bread. Atthe present high prices of 
food staples in Germany, they get scarcely 
enough of these. Itis understood that there 
is some movement on foot to induce those 
people to emigrate to America and to 
establish their industry there. They would 
form a desirable class of citizens who 
would eventually add much to the manufac- 
turing wealth of the United States. But on 
the other hand the opponents of protection 
claim that factories cannot be established 
there to compete with European prices, and 
that these ple once in America, would 
leave their “household industry” and rash in 
existing factories and mills, thus competing 
with those already employed. That is a ques- 
tion to be settled in the United States. 

Quite different is the state of affairs at 
Annsberg, an industrial town in Erzegebirge, 
where the house industry also flourishes. This 
is the fashion district in Germany. Lace and 
trimmings and embroideries are the main 
staples, an industry established in 1861, by 
Barbara Mann. Here, though the 
tariff has been raised, expert 
to America has doubled since the existence of 
the McKinley biil. Owing to the cheapness 
of labor and the complicated system of manu- 
facturing, artistic marking is done in Anna- 
berg, bleaching on Bohemia,) this industry 
could under no circumstances be transported 
to America. 

Plaven in Saxony, is the center of a great 
manufacturing district. Woolen dress goods 
are the main article of exportation. 

Suffering among the half-paid or entirely 
unemployed workmen in this district is even 
worse than in Chemnitz. The people look 

le and starved, and the destitution is said to 

very great indeed. 

At Nuremberg and Fuerth the main staple 
of export is plate glass, mirrors and window 

lass. 

. Fuerth exported of this article $896,198, and 
Nuremberg $1,366,505 worth during the 
calendar year 1490. This branch of trade is 
commencing to feel the influence of the Me 
Kinley bill, but so far not toa very great ex- 
tent. No disposition is manifested at either 
of these places to transfer the manufactures to 
America. The same holds true of bronze 
wder and metal, of which nearly seven 
undred thousand worth was — during 
the same period. 

The manufacturers have practically a mono- 
— of these articles, and say they do not feel 
nelined to transfer the base of their opera- 
tions, especially as they expect a speedy repeal 
or change of the tariff laws. The next 
important article of export from Nurem- 

consists of brnshes and hair. 
pencils. I understand that an effort has been 
made by a Nuremberg firm to manufacture 
coarser grades in America. Finer 
still made .

engrafted in the constitution, and thejlaws for its 
enforcement placed on the statute books, with an 
overwhelming majority against the repeal, the 
question should now be removed from politics 
and placed in the hands of the people, who will 
then, irrespective of party, insist upon the elec- 
tion of those men to office who will endeavor to 
enforce all laws. When the question 18 removed 
from politics, those favoring prohibition, but 
heretofore opposing it because of its advocacy by 
the republican party, will 1 support of 
the law.

A Meeting of Business Men to Put a Line 
Upon the Tennessee River. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 11.—A most 
remarkable mass meeting of citizens of Chat- 
tanooga was held in this city this afternoon at 
the opera house. The meeting was called for 
the purpose of giving public endorsement to 
the movement now on foot in this city to es- 
tablish a steamboat line on the Tennessee 
river, to ply between Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, the recent completion of the .govern- 
ment work at Muscle Shoal canals, costing 
nearly five million dollars, making sucha 
route practicable and feasible. The movement 
on foot in this city is to raise $100,000 to buy, 
equip and run a boat, independent of any rail- 
road alliances.

ours, A score or more of speeches were 
made by leading merchants and manufact- 
urers, showing the great discrimination in the 
matter of railroad freight rates, and demon- 
strating how a boat line would adjust the 
rates. Great enthusiasm prevailed, and a 
long series of resolutions was adopted arraign 
ing the railroads and pledging financial aid 
and support to the steamboat live. A fund 
will doubtless be raised tomorrow. Fully five 
hundred business houses were closed during 
the meeting.

He said that 
under the law as it now stands the client 
could settle if he wished to do so, and all the 
lawyer had was the privilege of continuing 
the case for the purpose of recovering his 
fees. 

The great majority of the cases are against 
ra iiroads for personal injury or loss of life for 
this bill ean only affect damage suits,“ said 
the speaker. The railroads .employ the 
ablest counsel in the land and the class of 
peopie who bring these cases are generally 
poor, and were this bill to pass.many of them 
would be denied the privilege of empleying 
lawyers of ability.“ 

Senator Glenn spoke against the motion to 
disagree, arguing strongly against the bill. 

He was followed by ‘Senator Beck, who did 
not want the bill to become a law. “All 
classes of labor.“ said he, have a lien and in 
their ease will it be of serviee to the lawyer. 
It is certainly of benefit to the client, enabling 
him to be well represented instead of by the 
shysters that Senator Smith speaks of. 

Senator Neal thought that the bill was an 
absolute outrage, and that it would be unjust 
and-wrong to pass such, a law. 

Dr. Lane, of the sixteenth, spoke against 
the bill. 

Senator Smith spoke in behalf of his motion 
to disagree. 

On a call of yeas and nays, the motion was 
lost by a vote of 31 to 9. 

During the debate a resolution was brought

We took the liberty of ‘making this 
statement some time ago, because we be- 


lieved that Messrs Livingston, Winn, Mo-

When the Hon. Tom Watson named 
four members of the Georgia delegation 
who would not support Crisp we promptly 
denied the report. 

Then Livingston came out unequivo- 
cally for Crisp.

These staunch democrats and loyal 
Georgians are the only members of our 
delegation who were elected as alliance- 
men. They are all standing by their 
party and their state—solid for Crisp! 

It is all right, Mr. Watson. If you 
want to straggle between the alliance 
and democratic camps, representing noth- 
ing and in sympathy with nothing, just 
go ahead! 

Under the circumstances there is noth- 
ing for Mr. Watson to do but to imi- 
tate Dundreary’s bird, and go off and 
flock by himself! 


Paternalism in Finance. 

It is not easy to see why democrats, with 
their strong advocacy of the local self-gov- 
ernment idea, and persistent opposition to 
the paternal theory, should in point of fact 


favor a paternal currency to the exclusion of 


any other kind. 

Yet, thousands of democrats accept the 
national banking system forced upon the 
country as a war measure, and are un- 
Willing to give it up for anything except, 
perhaps, a currency system under which all 
the paper would be issued by the federal 
government. 

Democratic home rulers, to be consistent, 
should be in favor of a local currency asa 
factor tending to make a community pros- 
perous and reasonably independent. Their 
alleged reason for not supporting such a 
currency is that we had a number of wild- 
cat state banks before the war. Admitting 
this to be true, we also had banks in a num- 
ber of states, resembling, as regards the 
security of their notes, the present system of 
national banks. In New York and Louisiana 
the state endorsed and guaranteed the notes 
of banks incorporated under a general law 
upon an abundant deposit of the highest 
class of state or municipal bonds. This cur- 


rency, as The Galveston News reminds its 


readers, never depreciated. Upto the war 
it circulated everywhere in the union, and 
even in Canada, at par with gold, and some- 
times, being more convenient, at a premium. 

The objection toa local currency, espe- 
cially when it comes from democrats, is 
strangely at variance with the popular idea 
of home rule and local self-government, and 
the main reason given in its favor is, as we 
have shown here, a mere pretext. 


Another Cigarette Law Proposed. 

A common mistake in legislation is to en- 
act a law that is too sweeping—too ex- 
treme. 

It is better sometimes to attempt the pos- 
sible task of regulating an evil than to at- 
tempt the impossible task of extirpating it. 
An effort in the latter direction vexes the 
people, excites a spirit of resentment, and 
leaves the evil unregulated. 

We have at present a statute forbidding 
the sale of cigarettes to minors. This is 
well enough. It isan entirely proper reg- 
ulation of the traffic. But it is now pro- 
posed through a pending bill to prohibit the 
sale of cigarettes to anybody in the state. 

Such a law cannot be enforced. It is in 
violation of the interstate commerce pro- 
vision of the federal constitution, and ac- 
cording to the decisions of the courts ciga- 
réttes in original packages of any size could 
be shipped to any person or persons in 
Georgia from any point outside of the state. 
Under such a law Chattanooga, for instance, 
would loom up asa great cigarette market, 
and doa rushing business shipping ciga- 

rettes into Georgia. Our minors would then 
be forgotten in the general paralysis of law, 
and they would buy their share of cigarettes 
in the outside markets, 


Why attempt the impossible and the im- 
practicable? 


Dead letter statutes foster a 
“tag. of popular feel- 


contempt fora law. When a 
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mockery, encouraging . 
farther and defy other laws. 

Aside from this view, however, we should 
bear in mind the fact that our present ciga- 
rette law in regard to minors isa sufficient 
regulation of the traffic. We can very well 
afford to let the adults alone in such a mat- 
ter. Grown men will continue to use to- 
bacco if they so desire, and the whole power 
of the state cannot prevent them. This 
being the case, why not allow them to use 
tobacco in its least injurious form—so far 
as smoking is concerned—in the shape of 
cigarettes? 

Recently our chemists here have analyzed 
cigarettes, an reported them to be free from 

‘ poisonous adulterations. This should settle 
it. If grown men desireto smoke them it 
is their right to do so. 

This sweeping law against cigarettes 
would, if enforced, simply play into the 
hands of the cigar men. A smoker unable 
to satisfy himself with a cheap cigarette, 
costing about halfa-cent, and containing 
scarcely any nicotine, wotild pay five cents 
fora cigar, and poison his system witha 
much larger quantity of nicotine. 

We fail to see any genuine reform in that 
—anythingin the interest of morals, health 
or economy. 

The best thing to doisto drop this bill, 
and do everything that may be necessary to 
strengthen and enforce the anti-cigarette law 
for minors, which needs no advocacy to com- 
mend it to everybody asa proper and prac- 
tical measure. If we try to supplement it 
with injudicious, vexatious and extreme ex- 
periments, our good work in that line will 
be undone, and we shall be worse off than 
before. 


The Suwanee Canal Company. 

In another column we give the proceed- 
ings of the meeting of the stockholders of 
the Suwanee Canal Company. 

This company has been organized under 
the laws of Georgia to drain the Okefenokee 
swamp, on the border of Florida and Geor- 
gia. It is a grand undertaking, and great 
results are anticipated, and it will be but a 
short time before we will find out what there 
is in the swamp and what will be the result 
of itsdrainage. It isasingular fact that 
this swamp is on the same ridge that 
Atlanta is on. The waters from it run from 
the eastern side into the Atlantic ocean, 
and from the western side into the gulf of 
Mexico. It is filled with valuable timber, 
and when drained its owners expect to find 
the best of land and valuable deposits of the 
finest phosphate rock. Work will be com- 
menced with vigor at once, and by the Ist 
of January we may expect to have facts 
about this swamp never known before. 


State Banks Versus National Banks. 

We have never been able to draw out 
from any quarter a valid objection to a sys- 
tem of state banks of issue. The matter 
has been discussed in these columns from 
various points of view, but the only argu- 
ment which those who oppose the system 
have to offer is the vague generalization 
that the people don’t want any more wildcat 
institutions. This, it will be seen, is not an 
argument against state banks of issue, but 
isasimple declaration that the people can 
get along without wildcat banks; and it isa 
declaration that is perfectly true. The peo- 
ple do not want wildcat banks of any kind. 

It does not follow, however, that state 
banks of issue ever were or ever will be 
wildcat banks. The term cannot be applied 
to them without any reason or justice. 
What were known as wildcat banks were 
banks of sssue owned by individuals, and 
they were carried on under laws which did 
not provide for the regulation, inspection 
and control of the business, and which did 
not properly limit and restrict the issue of 


notes. 
The existence of wildcat banks and the 


embarrassment growing out of them were 
not due to the system itself, but to the inad- 
equate provisions of the law. 

It is to be borne in mind, too, that, in 
spite of the existence of wildcat banks, the 
old system steadily grew in popularity. It 
adapted itself perfectly to all the demands 
of the people foran elastic currency. The 
circulation of these state banks of issue rose 
from $105,000,000 in 1847, to $207,000,000 
in 1860. Thus, in 1860 the volume of per- 
fectly elastic currency in circulation was 
more than the present volume of national 
bank circulation, and the full significance of 
this fact may be realized when we remem- 
ber that our business necessities are now 
about four times as large as they were 
then. It is only by making such a compari- 
son that we can understand what an im por- 
tant part the circulation of state bank notes 
played in our circulation. 

One of the chief objections urged against 
the state bank system is really an argument 
in its favor. It is said that the notes of the 
banks would not be at par in every part of 
the union. We know of no higher recom- 
mendation. The greatest need of the people 


and business of the country at this moment 


is a currency that cannot be drawn to the 
banks that flourish on the edge of the Wall 
street whirlpool. Our greatest need is a 
local currency that will remain where it can 
do the most good, and where it is most 
needed. It is not true of the old state banks, 
however, that these bills were not at par 
away from home. The notes of the Bank 
of the State of Georgia and the Bank of 
South Carolina were as good in London and 
in Liverpool as they were at home. 

There is one feature of the state bank 
system which is worthy of notice, and atten- 


Senator Horace Chilton, of Texas. The 
state bank circulation was based on the idea 
of the actual redemption of bank notes in 
specie, A state bank, for example, issued 
$20,000 in bills under the law. These bills 
would flow out through the local channels of 
trade and commerce in every direction, but 
as soon as they ceased to be needed in actual 
transactions, they would begin to flow back 
for redemption. They were intended, as 
Mr. Chilton shows, to be secure enough to 
pass at par in daily business, but not secure 
enough to be held 2,000 miles away with no 
thought of redemption. They were con- 
tinually returning to the vaults of the bank 
that issued them, and-were as continually 
put out to local borrowers again—so that 


business and no more. It was a self-regu- 
lating currency. There was always a return 
current from the cities to the country and 
back again. 

This is precisely where the national bank 
circulation is a failure. ty 
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to another. In other words it is not a flexl- 
ble and an elastic paper currency, and it 
does not meet the demands of business as 
aptly as the state bank bills did. It is as 
poor as gold, and it collects in the money 
centers, leaving the rest of the country to 
get along the best it can. Under the old 
system there could be no contraction of 
money. Under our present system the 
money sharks of the north and east can con- 
tract the currency at their pleasure. 


Old-Time Southern Education. 

A few days ago we summarized the latest 
census statistics, showing that the south in 
the past ten years has made greater educa- 
tional progess than the north. . 

When the fact is considered that we have 
built up the free public school system among 
us since the war, this result is certainly 
wonderful as well as gratifying. 

But our northern friends seem to be under 
the impression that the south was almost en- 
tirely without educational facilities before the 
war. The fact is we were better equipped for 
higher education than the rest of the union. 
On this point Dr. J. L. M. Curry says in 


The Richmond Religious Herald: 

Much misapprehension and ignorance exist 
among cultivated people in reference to the status 
of education in the south before the war. Acade- 
mies and colleges abounded. By census of 1860 
the population of the north was about nineteen 
million, and of the south about eight million, one- 
third of whom were slaves. At this time the north 


“had 205 colleges, 1,407 professors and 29,044 


students, while the south had 260 colleges, 1,438 
professors and 27,055 students. Dr. Ruffner, in 
his report as state superintendent of education in 
1872,said that Virginia, considering the white pop- 
ulation only, had a larger proportion of her sons 
in superior institutions of learning 
probably than any state or country in 
the world, and, including the negro 
population, she was firston this continent, and 
second only to Scotland among all nations. The 
University of Virginia in ante-bellum days, had a 
higher standard for the degree of master of arts 
than any other institution in the United States. 
* — * * 7” - 

All the states north and south should hang their 
heads in shame for their criminal neglect of the 
higher education of women—for grussest injustice 
in discriminating against the weaker sex; but to 
Georgia, I believe, in her charter of the “Georgia 
Female college,” in 1836, is due the honor—no 
small one—of being the first civilized state in the 
world to incorporate an institution with power to 
confer baccalaureate degrees on women. 


From this it will be seen that the old | 


south had no cause to be ashamed of her ed- 
ucational record.

4 NEW RATE SHEET IN EYFECT ON 
THE 15TH. 


Grain and Meat from the West Will 


Hauled Cheaper—Other 
Railroad News. 


Cheaper freight rates on grain and meats. 
That is what the south and southeast is 
to have. 


Beginning August 15th a sweeping reduction 
in rates on lines controlled by the Southern 


Railway and Steamship Association takes 
effect. 


The points from which the new rates apply 
are Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, 
Memphis, Nashville and other, Ohio river 
points. 

They reach every city of any importance 
touched by the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association lines—Atlanta, Athens, 
Augusta, Brunswick, Cedartown, Columbus, 
Dalton, Macon, Savannah and other Georgia 
points. 

Classes B, C, D and F—meats, flourinsacks, 
grain and flour in barrels are the classes upon 
which the reduction is made. 

The reduction will average about five cents 
per thousand pounds on each class—probably 
more. 

For instance, from Chicago to Atlanta the 
old rate on grain was 39 cents per thousand 
pounds. Itis, under the new rate, 37 cents 
per thousand pounds. To Savannah the rate 
is reduced from 38 to 33 cents, and similarly 
to Brunswick. 

All through the list the reduction is per- 
ceptibly greater to port cities, and itis under- 
stood that thisis done in order to put the 
southeast coast lines in better position to com- 
pete with the northeast for this western busi- 
ness. 

The largest reduction is in flour in barrels. 

One of the objects of the reduction is to 
equalize the rates of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association with ratesin vogue in 
other traffic associations. 

Annual Meeting. 

Colonel Thomas H. Carter, commissioner, is 
in New York attending the annual meeting of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, which convened there yesterday. 

Senator Brown, president of the association, 
it has been understood, would not allow the 
use of his name for re-election.

WHAT THEY AND THE OFFICERS 
ARE DOING. 


Some Splendid Work—Yesterday’s Record. 
A Wagon of Watermelons Stolen. 
Warning to the Public. — 


Atlanta has had more than her share of burg- 
laries and thefts within the past two months. 

None of the burglaries or thefts were of much 
importance, not enough to create much of a 
sensation, but together the loss amounted to 
quite a sum. 

Nearly every day reports have been made to 
Chief Connolly and Assistant Chief Couch, 
who have had their men hard at work looking 
for the perpetrators and the stolen goods.

Since the legislature bas seen fit to 
pass it I propose to furnish you every paper 
in our possession that you have called for. 
Since the investigation is to be made, I desire 


wat it de made as full and complete as it is 
possible to make it. 
| they have nothing to fear from the most com- 
| plete and thorough investigation; that the only 


The railroads feel that 


danger to them is in the prejudice of the pub- 
lic, arising from misapprehension_of what 
they are attempting and Arying to do. 
One word further, that I ought to say 
to this committee and to the public, in justice 
to the number of interests that will be affected 
by this investigation, and that is, that 
I have no doubt that we shall be 
able to thoroughly satisfy the minds of this 
committee that what we have done has been 
within the law, as understood by some of the 
most able counsel of the state. You go into 
a2 investigation of the Southwestern lease, of 
the Georgia railroad lease and the Savannah 
and Augusta railroad lease, and of these con- 
tracts that have been in existence fora great 
many years, and which affect a great many 
stockholders and people in Georgia, 


‘who are constituents, and whom it is 


my pleasure and desire to represent, and I 
desire to say that through you they need feel 
no'apprehension in regard to the perfect se- 
curity of their investments, because I feel that 
this committee will have to stand where we 
and in upholding these contracts. This is a 
matter of the gravest importance, one that 
calls for most careful and thorough research, 
it affecting the investments of the stockhold- 
ers and business people in Georgia, and further 
than that, it affects every general interest 
in thisstate. We hope*that the committee 
will take the mater up, go through 
it carefully, and call upon us 
without hesitation for any assistance that 
we can render them in the conduct of this in- 
vestigation. We desire further to call your at- 
tention to the laws under which these contracts 
were made, the special provisions of the gen- 
eral laws as they relate directly to it. And if 
the question is raised as to the constitution- 
ality of these contracts, as to whether these 


contracts destroyed competition, we shall de- 


sire to produce fully before you the evidence 

relating to that fact, to show you that we 

have done nothing that can be construed into 

1 violation of the provisions of the constitu- 
on. 

— Mr. Calhoun’s remarks Mr. Ellington 
aid: 

“Mr. Calhoun, I want to say to you gentle- 
men on the part of myself and the committee 
that we are here in no spirit of prejudice, but 
With a desire to see justice done to all parties.“ 

Mr. Calhoun replied that he was always 
Willing to give credit to those who differed 
with him as being actuated by just as good 
motives as his own, and he assured the com- 
mittee that in every way that lay in his power 
he would co-operate with the committeo in 
bringing about a full and complete investiga- 

on.

WHERE IT WENT. 


Mr. W. A. Moore’s Will Filed and the Dis- 
position of the Money Shown. 

The will of the late W. A. Moore was filed 
in the ordinary’s court Saturday. 

It is an interesting document and one which 
gives every evidence of the great and good 
heart of its maker—better than any words 
could. 

Mr. Moore was a successful merchant and 


died with an estate valued at nearly one mil- 


lion dollars to dispose of. 

The bequests are numerous and munificent 
and are of great interest to many Atlantians 
and Atlanta institutions. 

The will reads first, that all just debts must 
be — and the special legacies mentioned 
disbursed ; the remainder of the property shall 
be converted into cash and be divided equally 
among his wife and children. 

Mr. Moore left to the Grady hospital $7,500, 
upon the condition that it be completed 
within one year, accepted by the city and pro- 
vision made for its perpetual maintenance. 

The Agnes Scott institute, of Decatur, gets 
$5,000,to be known as the W. A. Moore 
scholarship. This money to be invested and 
the proceeds to go to the education of the 
daughters of Presbyterian parents who are un- 
able to stand the expense necessary toa col- 
legiate education. 

y the terms of the will the Third Presby- 
terian church gets $2,500, with which to build 
a parsonage, and the Zion colored Presby- 
terian church gets $2,500, provided an equal 
amount is raised from other sources. 

The Southern Presbyterian church receives 
$5,000, the sum to be loaned by the home mis- 
sion and the proceeds used for the support of 
feeble churches. 

John Clark and John Mack Neal, Mr. 
Moore’s faithful servants, each receive the 
homes they now occupy. 

The provisions are the most important and 
show wherethe bulk of Mr. Moore’s wealth 
goes. 

The executors are Mr. E. W. Marsh, Sr.; 
Mr. W. W. Draper, Mr. John M. Moore and 
Mr. Wilmer L. Moore. 

The will was filed Saturday and may be pro- 
bated in a few days.

THE CRIMINAL LAWS. — 


THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO IN- 
VESTIGATE THEM. 


An Important Report—A Resolution Offered 
in Regard to Them—ColoneljEd 
Williams Talks. 


The committee on criminal law revision 
have submitted their report. 

And an important one it was. 

It makes certain recommendations which, if 
carried out, will change the status of these 
laws and make them nearer perfect. 

The report is an important one and has 
been made after a careful study and thorough 
investigation by the committe of which MY. 
Williams was chairman, into the criminal 
laws of the state. 

The full report is given here: 

A joint resolution of the house and senate hav- 
ing passed at the fall session, 1890, appointing a 
joint committee of five from the house and three 
from the senate to investigate and determine the 
necessity for and the advisability of a revision of 
the criminal laws of Georgia, beg leave to make 
the following report: 

We find that the penal laws of Georgia were 
codified in 1416 and again in 1817. This included 
both the common law and statutes. Again there 
was a revision in 1833, which was itself a revision 
of 1817. We have not had a revision in fifty-eight 
years, and we are fifty-eight years behind 
in this important work. That re- 
vision was necessary was early admitted 
for nearly all offenses were under the common 
law, and almost every felony was punishable with 
death. As soon as we had a penitentiary, we im- 
— revised our criminal laws and codified 

em. 

We believe that the advanced times in which we 
live demand progress in the provisions of our 
laws, and that a revision of the criminal laws is 
absolutely essential, and requires attention from 
this general 1 

We find that punishments are not proportioned 
to crimes, and that there are many small larcenies 
made heavy felonies. The whole subject of lar- 
ceny alter a trust needs revision, also larceny from 
the person, also the subject of manslaughter and 
many others, especially the subject of forgery. 

We find that it costs the taxpayers of 
this state thousands of dollars totry these felo- 
nies, which are probably misdemeanors, that, for 
small offenses, our penitentiary is filled with un- 
fortunate persons. Justice to them and justice to 
the state requires a revision of many rash 
Statutes. 

We therefore recommend and earnestly! urge 
that a joint resolution be passed authorizing bis 
excellency, the governor, toappoint three com- 
petent attorneys to revise the said criminal laws. 

We aiso recommend that the said criminal laws 
be bound ina separate volume know as the penal 
laws of Georgia. EB. T. WILLIAMS, 

Chairman. 

The report was submitted after a thorough 
investigation, and was formulated at the 
meeting of the committee on last Monday 
night. 

It was seen that a revision was absolutely 
necessary, on account of the great expense to 
which the state is now put to trying cases as 
felonies, which ought to come under misde- 
meanors. 

In pursuance of this report the following 
resolution was presented by Mr. Williams, 
and was referred to the general judiciary 
committee: 

Resolved by the house, the senate erry Hy - 
That his excellency, the governor, be, and he is 
hereby, directed to appoint a commission of three 
— attorneys of this state, who shall have 
full power to revise and codily all the criminal 
laws of this state, and to make their report to the 
general gos mag for r and adoption. 

Those who have heard this report have re- 
marked upon the importance of some measure 
which would accomplish the desired results. 
This resolution seeks to carry out the recom- 
mendation of the report, and will in all prob- 
ability be passed immediately, so that the com- 
mission provided’ for may report to the general 
assembly before it adjourns, 

Colonel Williams Talks. 

Colonel Eb Williams, chairman of the crim- 
inal law revision committee, was seen by a 
CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday. 

„What are the reasons for the necessity of 
this revision?“ was asked. 

“The state of Georgia is over fifty-eight 
years behind in revising her criminal laws,“ 
said Mr. Williams. “It has been twenty-six 
years since the war, and we have the 
same old statutes on our statute 
books’ that were in force then. As Judge 
Bleckley said of Blackstone, There is much 
monumental literature therein,’ so there is 
much of this nature in our code. Did you 
know there are statutes there in reference to 
negro slavery, et cetera? These statutes are, 
of course, not in force, but why cumber the 
statute book ? 

„The northern press is continually telling 
us that our laws are traps to catch a certain 
class of unfortunate negroes and poor whites 
for the penitentiary. It does look that way, 
and we must do justice to the criminal as well 
as to the state. 

“Do you know small larcenies are made 
heavy felonies? It costs the state of Georgia 
$100 a day to hold the superior courts, and fre- 
quently a case involving 50 cents, with some 
element of larceny after a trust connected with 
it, costs the state $100 to try the offender, and 
the poor unfortunate offender goes to the peni- 
tentiary for three or four years. 

„This is an important bill. As chairman I 
found the committee unanimous on recom- 
mending that the revisers have the criminal 
laws bound in a separate volume, known as 
penal laws. The revisers will have to report 
back to the house, and they will pass upon 
their report.“ 

From the above, the importance of this 
measure will be readily seen, and it is probable 
that the revision will be begum shortly.

THE NEW ron K STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, August 11.—Dullness was again the 
most prominent characteristic of the stock market 
today, but there was a sharp rally in the forenoon, 
which was not maintained later, and the final changes 
for the day are in almost all cases insignificant. The 
rally in the face of moderate selling by London was 
entirely due to the covering of shorts, while the offer- 
ings of stocks from domestic sources were unusually 
small. Movements of importance in the list were very 
fewin number. The general list was dull and fea- 
tureless, though the sensation of the day was a drop in 
Richmond and West Point preferred to 49%, against 56 
as the last sale of last week. Special weakness was 
seen in Tennessee Coal, but the general tendency 
among railroad stocks, where any fluctuation was ap- 
parent whatever, was upward ; but trading in the gen- 
eral list was so dull that no feature could be seen 
other than those mentioned. Seliing by London made 
Louisville rather weaker than other Jeading stocks. 
While Rock Island was the strongest on the list, and 
while the early rise was material, the greater portion 
of the improvement was lost before noon, and late in 
the day the selling of Union Pacific and Louisville and 
Nashville was resumed on a larger scale, the former 
especially weakening under the pressure. Its best 
figure of the forenoon was 36, but it touched 32½ be- 
fore the close, and ended at the lowest price, The late 
dealings developed some support in a few stocks, but 
the entire list felt the effect of the extreme weakness 
in Union Pacific,.and everything yielded in sympathy, 
many stocks reaching their lowest for the day at the 
time.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement ia 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 11.—The bulls took charge of the 
wheat maket today and kept the bears dancing most of 
the time. Potent news around the opening was bullish, 
The government crop report was interpreted as 
bullish, but the European situation was looked upon 
as so decidedly bullish as to more than counterbalance 
home conditions. There were heavy buying orders 
from New York and St. Louis, and as offerings were 
limited, prices were sharply advanced. After the 
flurry caused by the execution of these orders was over 
and the market began to manifest a tendency to sag, 
t was given a new, strong impetus upward by a series 
ofcablegrums to some of the larger houses, saying at 
first that Russia would prohibit the exportation of rye 
from the empire after August 27th, and later that it 
had issued a decree gf prohibition to go into effect on 
the 15th instaat, and to continue for one year. When 
this news was first mooted it met with little credence, 
but as the house which first received it bought heavily 
on the strength of it, and as other houses receiving the 
Same advices ranged themselves on the buying side 
also, the smaller shorts became panic stricken and 
rushed to cover, valuesjadvancing rapidly amid con- 
siderable excitement. December opened ragged at 
Inode, against 91% at the close yesterday, sold up 
quickly to 92',c, sagged back to 92% 9846, and then 


on the reportofthe Russian rye export prohibition 
jumped to 93c. 


At this point late cables announced 
better weather on the continent and some decline 
in Paris, and the shorts having pretty well 
there was a drop to 92'4c. 
Then corn began to show increased 
excitement; and, estimated receipts for tomorrow be- 
ing light, there was another rush to buy, which sent 
December to 53/0. It took another drop to We, then 
boomed upward again, again touching 94% c amid much 
excitement, wavered a little, receding to dane, and 
then, in the last 15 minutes under free covering by big 
shorts, who had been holding out, went humming to 
95 and closed firm at $4%c. The fact that the amount 
of wheat on ocean passage had increased 1,856,000 
bushels during the week had no apparent effect on 
prices, Four car-loads of new spring wheat were re- 
ceived today. 

Corn started in rather weak, September being va- 
riously quoted at 589% os ne, against öde at the close 
yesterday, but the strength in wheat and light offer- 
ings of corn, and the fears of the shorts who suspected 
manipulation by the bull clique, generally accredited 
to New York speculators, soon caused a sharp advance 
to 60%. The market then eased off some, but during 
the last hour started up again, selling to 60%c. It then 
broke to 50% e., at which price it closed. The feeling 
was nervous, and prices went up and down spasmodi- 
cally, but the undercurrent was very strong. 

Oats were quiet but strong in sympathy with corn. 

Provisions did not sympathize to any extent with 
the excitement in grains. The range and close was at 
about outside figures, and at small advances over yes- 
terday.

CHICAGO, August 11.—In anticipation of a bearish 
government report, there has been some free selling 
during the past week, expecting a decline.

European crops and the export demand from abroad 
for our food products. It has been confirmed that the 
Russian government has prohibited the exp rtation of 
rye for one year.

one thousand dollars. 
When the defalcation first became known it 
was thought that Mr. Wynn would very prob- 
Adi be placed under arrest, and yesterday 
the possibility of such aturn of the case was 


discussed very generally on the streets. 
Bat it is now almost positively settled that 


Mr. Wynn will not be dealt with by the law,

| than present developments indicate is dis- 
covered. 


It was stated yesterday that the bondsmen 
had agreed to this course, including the Fi- 
delity company, which has joined the other 
bondsmen in accepting the assignment of prop- 
erty made to secure them by Mr. Wynn. 

The Property Assigned. 

As stated the total amount of property 
zurned over tothe bondsmen by Mr. Wynn 
yesterday is $74,000. 

His bond is $50,000 and the estimated short- 
age $21,000, eo apparently the bondsmen will 
lose nothing: } 

The following is a schedule of the property 
assigned to the bondsmen: 

Life insurance policies, aggregating $30,000. 

Stock in the Atlanta Land Company to the 
amount of $10,000. 

Ben Hill Land Company stock, $10,000. 

Equitable Land Company, $5,000. 

Suwanee River Phosphate Company, $1,700. 

Interstate Refrigerating Company stock, 


000. 

Real estate, two houses and lots, $12,000. 

The balance, a little mcre than two thou- 
gand dollars, is in insurance policies and small 
credits. 

While the property assigned is set down at 
$74,000, it is very probable that it is not worth 
that much money. 

The actual value of the stocks and the in- 
gurance policies could not be ascertained. The 
bondsmen, however, consider themselves se. 
cured. 

As to Speculation. 

What became of the money that passed 
through Mr. Wynn’s hands—alliance money 
that was not used for alliance purposes—is a 
question that everybody would like to have an- 
swered. 

Mr. Wynn himself will give no satisfactory 
explanation. He says there has yet been no 
thorough investigation of his books and he 
simply asks that the public withhold its judg- 
ment until that is done. 

And as to his speculation in futures. 

One of his bondsmen, and a close personal 
friond, says Mr. Wynn denies this in the 
strongest terms, and that to his knowledge he 
never in his life invested a single dollar in 
grain or anyjother sort of future buying. 

This same gentleman, speaking for Mr. 
Wynn, also states that Mr. Wynn not only 
made no false entries on the books of the ex- 
change, but in fact never even touched them. 
He says the books are all in 
charge of a bonded bookkeeper, and that Mr. 
Wynn never authorized or directed him to 
make any but perfectly square and legitimate 
entries. 

The Trustee Stockholders. 


Colonel Broughton, who was appointed to 

succeed Mr. Wynn, filed his bond to the ex- 
change yesterday. 
It was in the sum of $50,000, and was amply 
satisfactory to the exchange. The bond was 
practically given Saturday, but was not filed 
and formally accepted until yesterday. 

Colonel Broughton’s tenure of officeas agent 
is for a brief space only, unless he is ratified 
by the new board of directors which is to be 
elected soon. 

Next Tuesday the county trustee stockholders 
of the alliance exchange hold their annual 
meeting. They will then elect a new board of 
directors, with whom rests the appointment 
of the business agent.

LS 


A Discussion of the Measure Before the 
House. 
ann ConsTITUTION :—~I have not seen any- 
ng lately ia your valuable paper in reference to 
“he bill now pending in the legislature to prevent 
urance Companies forming combinations for 
pools for keeping up the rates on buildings and 
merchandise, and other properties in the state of 
Grorgia. On making inquiries in certain sections 
about this matter, [ati informed that some cer- 
tain parties who are interested are endeavoring te 
get the legislators who live in the small towns 
and country districts to oppose the bill because it 
will not do their sections of the state any good, 
and that it is really intended to benefit people 
who live in the larger cities and towns. This 
morning I accidentally heard a conversation 
among some insurance men, in which the state- 
ment was made by one and agreed to by all the 
othems that if any rates were reduced at all, 
because of this legislation, it would be 
confined entirely to the five larger cities 
of the state, and as there were not many 
of the companies doing business in the small 
towns and in the country, they would have no 
trouble in putting up the rates, For myself, I 
have no doubt this is irue,and yet at the same 
time I think it isa perfect outrage that the legis- 
lators from the country and small towns should 
allow theinselves to be used in opposition to this 
legislation simply because it will benefit only the 
citizens of the cities and large towns. I also un- 
derstand the alliancemen in the legislature are 
being worked upon on this line, and the parties 
moving in the matter are using the fact that the 
bill emanates from Rome, Ga., and certain attor- 
neys are paid to stay in Atlanta and urge its 
adoption, They also claim, and doubtless very 
truly, that the three representatives from Rome, 
Ga., who were elected as ‘‘Jeffersonian democrats” 
in opposition to the farmers’ ticket, are the 
strongest advocates for the adoption of the pro- 
osed measure. I know this is true, because I 
ound out thatthe Rome representatives are de- 
termined to do everything in their power to have 
the bill passed, and think it is nothing 
less than a shame that the members of the alliance 
in the legislature will allow themselves to be 
worked upon to the extent of opposing this legis- 
lation, simply because the —— from 
Floyd county are in favor of it. Another argu- 
ment is being made against the bill, in the line of 
its hurting the Georgia companies, because the 
most of their business is confined to the limits of 
this state. Now I, as well as many others, are 
interested in property in Atlanta, and am not a 
stockholder in any of the Georgia companies, and 
1 do not see any reason why we should not have 
legislation that will give us lower insurance rates, 
even if the capital now invested in these Georgia 
companies has to be retired from the business. 
Is there any justice in making $50,000,000 worth 
of real and personal property in Atlanta pay high 
insurance rates simply because some of our peo- 
ple have invested their money in the stock of 
these insurance companies? I have written all 
this on the idea that if this bill is made a law, we 
will be able to get lower rates than we now have, 
and on that line I am free to say I have very 
serious doubts. I honestly believe the insurance 
rates will not be reduced anywhere in the state, 
and I only appear in print because of what 1 
believe to be a very unjust proceeding on 
the part of those in opposition to the 
legislation, in endeavoring to organize 
members of the legislature from the rural dis- 
tricts, simply for the reason that if anybody is 
benefited by the legislation it will be confined to 
the cities that are supplied with some kind of 
machinery and other things for putting out fires. 
1 think it is a great pity that the members of the 
legislature will allow themselves to be used in this 
manner instead of standing up manfully and 
fighting for what is right, even if they themselves. 
or their constituents, should derive no benefit 
whatever fromit. Even admitting that this bill 
is a pet scheme of the representatives from Rome 
and Floyd county, I fail to see why it should not 
have the support of the alliance members in the 
legislature. These legislators, or a great many of 
them, are always very glad to come to Atlantaand 
haveagood time,and yet on every occasion we 
find some of them ready to do everything in their 
power to prevent the adoption of any legislation 
tending to the direct benefit of the citizens 
of this city, as well as other cities, 
especially in the line of any general legislation. 
On all these general bills, where the most good is 
to be derived by the large cities and very little, if 
any, to go to the small towns and rural districts, 
we generally find lukewarinness on he part of a 
large number of the legislator, if not lively oppo- 
sition. I hear it said that some of the insurance 
companies will quit business in the state if this 
bill omes a w, and on this point I think it 
would be well lor the legislature to say to them 
that they should 2 up and get out—we don't 
want any of your foreign capital in this state, any- 
how, because we can get up insurance companies 
of our own, if we want to, and hold all this insur- 
ance money in the state.
